Independent claims 9-12, 14, 53, 66, 68-70 are directed towards a method and apparatus 
for decoding encoded video signals which include ". . .using the alternative reference picture, 
instead of the default reference picture, to provide form a motion compensated prediction for the 
current picture or respectively for said part of ~e-a current picture in response to determining that 
the default reference picture cannot be reconstructed, thereby providing error concealment for 
the current picture or respectively for said part of a current picture. . ." which are features that are 
not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 1-2, 4-6, 15-22, 24-29, 31- 
33, 35-45, 47-53, 64-65, 67 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
